For The Ride Home 
4th Sunday in Ordinary Time 
February 1, 2004 

Scripture 

" Before I formed you in the womb I 

knew you, before you were bom I dedicated 
you, prophet to the nations I appointed you. 
(Jeremiah 1:5) 

" On you I depend from birth; from my 

mother's womb you are my strength. (Psalm 
71:6) 

" It bears all things, believes all things, 

hopes all things, endures all things. Love never 
fails. (1 Corinthians 13:7,8a) 

" no prophet is accepted in his own 

native place. (Luke 4:24) 

" But Jesus passed through the midst of 

them and went away. (Luke 4:30) 

Reflection 

" Are the people from Jesus hometown 

"on the same page" with Jesus? 

" Would it be appropriate to say that 

Jesus had a different "world view" from the 
group who were ready "to hurl him down 
headlong" from the cliff on which the town was 
built? 

" Do we have to look past the 

expectations (consciousness) of others — of the 
world - to find God? 

" Is the love of a mother, of God, 

beyond the ordinary expectations of the world? 

" Where does Jesus go when he leaves 

the crowd? 

In brief, this form of consciousness assumes a 
totally different kind of self-awareness from that 
of the Cartesian thinking-self which is its own 
justification and its own center. Here the 
individual is aware of himself as a soon-to-be- 
dissolved in self-giving, in love, in "letting-go," 
in ecstasy, in God — there are many ways of 
phrasing it. The self is not its own center and 
does not orbit around itself; it is centered on 
God, the one center of all, which is "everywhere 
and nowhere" in whom we are all encountered, 
from whom we all proceed. Thus from the very 
start this one consciousness is disposed to 
encounter "the other" with whom it is already 
united "in God." (Thomas Merton, Zen and the 
Birds of Appetite, New Directions, 1968, p. 24)
